Thus while the radicals won the day they 
demonstrated sufficient good sense to deciare 
themselves against anarchy and its advo- 
cacy.

When the convention reconvened at 7 
o’ciock an attempt was made to have a re- 
consideration of the vote taken in thé anti- 
Anarchist amendment adoption. It was 
voted down. St. Louis was left as the seat 
of the Vorort and New York was selected as 
the place for holding tne next convention, in 
1890. Adjourned to this morning. 


THE PLANS OF THE MINEOLA CLUB. 
Board of Trade Men Who Will Spend Their 


directors, C. E. Felton, James G. Owen, John 
‘Cudahy, and George O. Garnsey. The club 
has purchased for $10,000 a tract of forty acres 
on the west shore of Fox Lake, which was 
owned for some time by the Union Club. 
There is now on the grounds a house of 
fifteen or sixteen rooms. The Union Club, 
having a limited membership, had never un- 
dertaken to develop the property. The 
Mineola Club proposes to expend some $15,000 
in a new house of fifty or sixty rooms. 


Mr. Garnsey, who is an architect, will draft 


plans and submit them to the Board of Di- 
rectors. It is the intention to open the new 
house in August. if possible. The member- 
shipof the club will be limited to 100. It now 
has forty enrolled, among whom are Nat 
Jonc3, N. B. Ream, C. J. Singer, B. P. Hutch- 
inson, A. M. Wright, and John Cudahy. The 
make-up of the Mineola will be much like 
that of the Century Club, and it is expected 
the similarity between the two will be car- 
ried to so extreme & point that Mr. Hutchinson 
will do the cooking for the new one as he 
has for the old one. Fox Lake is about three 
hours’ ride from Chicago. This will enable 
the members to spend many Sundays there. 
Fishing and hunting will be the great pas- 
times of the club, but more sedentary recrea- 
tion 1s notto be prohibited. Owing to the 
security of the retreat Mr. Hutchinson has 
determined not to have fire-escapes put on 
‘the new building. 


WEIRD SPECTACLE IN THE SKY. 


A Gigantic Hand of Fire Alarms the Super- 
„ gtitious Obtoans. 

Fixpiay, O., May 22.— [Special.] A weird 
spectacle made its appearance in the north- 
ern sky last night. It frigutened all who 
were witnesses of its awful grandeur. All 
through the early hours of the night 
a fitful light flashed at intervals until 
shortly after 11 o’clock the light sud- 
denly concentratea in the formation 
of a clear and vivid representation of a 
hand of giant proportions through which 
pulses of flame red as blood throbbed and 
bounded as in human arteries, and then fell 
in huge ruby drops from the tips of the 
fingers to be swallowed up in the darkness 
below. The hand reached from the horizon 
through which it seemed to be thrust half 
way to the zenith, the wrist and fingers be- 
ing particularly well defined and, perfect. 
The index finger pointed downward to the 
city. Back of the spectral hand banners 
of light constantly , changing in hue 
from amber to amethyst rose and fell. 


For more than an hour this impressive and 


mysterious exhibition was visible and then 
slowly the hand begau to fade away. The 
fire behind appeared to gradually aie out, 
the banners of light and clouds drifted away, 
and finally at midnight the sky resumed its 
normal appearance. The superstitious are 
thoroughly alarmed and insist that it was the 
hand of God portending some direful calami- 
ty or disaster.

may have createa. A committee of Joliet 
Aldermen has been appointed to investigate 
the facts in reference to the subject, with a 
view to having the Attorney General bring a 


suit against Chicago to restrain it from 


making use of its privilege of pumping water 
in a filthy and unwholesome or offensive con- 
dition into the canal, to the annoyance and 
damage of the City of Joliet and its inhabit- 
ants. >? 

The proposal of the Jolieters to make the 
Attorney General their lawyer in the case is 
somewhat illogical The Attorney General 
is an officer of the State. The alleged 
nuisance that is complained of is com- 
mitted in virtue of the act, authorization, 
and statute of the State, as Mr. High con- 
cedes in his oprnion on the subject. Indeed, 
the only inference that can be drawn from 
Mr. High’s opinion and the history of the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal is, that the State 
and not the City of Chicago should be made 
defendant in Joliet’s proposed suit. Is it 
competent for the law officer of the State to 
sue his own client wnile holding his retainer 
from. that client? : 

When the canal was originally projected at 
the expense of the State in 1836 it was fully 
understood by the projectors that when it 
was completed a certain portion of Chicago’s 
sewage would be carried by it in the direc- 
tion of the Illinois River. It was well under- 
stood that the quantity of sewage wouid in- 
crease each year with the growth of popula- 
tion of Chicago, which even then promised 
to be a flourishing city. Every additional 
improvement in the canal, every modifica- 
tion of the work was made in contemplation 
of this original idea. The flow of the sew- 
age southward from Chicago by Joliet and 
the other river towns was as a consequence 
of the act of the State. The State there- 
fore is originally responsible. 

When it was proposed to widen and deepen 
the canal in 1865 the State undertook the 
work in virtue of an agreement with the City 


of Chicago to furnish a loan to that end, 


which would enable the latter to send such a 
volume of water through the deepened canal 
as would convey all of Chicago’s sewage in a 
diluted form. In the language of the official 
documents it was to “ better the system of 
sewerage of the said City of Chicago by per- 
mitting a free flow of water from Lake 
Michigan through the Chicago River and 
said canal to the Desplaines River and [lli- 
nois River.“ The work was done by Chica- 
go as the agent of the State. There 
was no spare money in the State 
Treasury at the time. Chicago had 
money and spent about 338,500,000 in 
the work of deepening the canal. The 
State became indebred to the aty for this 
amount advanced by the city, acting as the 
After the fire tne Btate 
acknowledged ita o by refunding 


nearly: $8,000,000 of its indebtedness to Chi- 


cago, taking the canal at the same time under 
its absolute control and operating it as the 
property of the State, which it has continued 
to do ever since. Chicago was willing to 
contribute its due and fair share towards the 
expenses of operating and towards render- 
ing the sewage conveyed through the canal 
unobjectionable and innocuous. In other 
‘woras, it was willing to hold the State 
blameless as far as Chicago sewage was 
concerned in every reasonable and proper 
way. Accordingly, when the Illinois Legis- 
lature declared in 1881 that the deepening 
of the canal made between 1865 and 1871 
had proved wholly inadequate for the pur- 
poses intended.“ it proceeded in accordance 
with the instructions of the joint resolution 
of the-Legisiature to erect pumping-works 
on the canal lands belonging to the State at 


Bridgeport capable of causing “a flow into | 


the canal from the Chicago River sufficient 
to dilute and purify the waters, and thus 
remedy the evils compiained of, said flow 
not to be less than 60,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute, including tne ordinary flow of the Chi- 
cago River or so much thereof as in the 
judgment of the Canal Commissioners che 
canal could carry.” 

Chicago agreed to these terms without hes- 
itation, set about constructing the pumping- 
work» at once, did the business expeditious- 
ly and to the satisfaction of the Canal Com- 
missioners. It was found when the pump- 
ing-works were compieted at great expense 
to the city and in accordance with the direc- 
tions of the Canal Commissioners that the 
canal was not able to carry all the water that 
the pumps could supply. 

Since the deepening of the canal in 1871 the 
sides of the banks had given way in many 
places and a large quantity of sediment from 
rivulets had washed into the bottom, de- 
creasing the depth of the channel 
m many places fully eighteen or twenty 
inches. But the canal in its orig- 
inal form and with its channel 
at the width and depth at which it was cut 
could not carry enough water to properly 
dilute the sewage Chicago sends through it 
now. This became apparent two or three 
years ago, and Chicago offered to adopt such 
other means as the State would permit for 
this purpose. Accordingly at the last ses- 
sion of the Legisiature a bill was introduced 
for the cutting of an additional channe! to 
the Illinois River capable of conveying 300,- 
000 cubic feet of water per minute—tive times 
the amount carried by the canal at the pres- 
ent time. If this was not deemed satisfac- 
tory Chicago would undertake to cut # chan- 
nel capable of carrying 400,000 cubic feet per 
minute, oreven more. It was willing and 
anxious to do anything that was reasonable. 

The bill to enable Chicago to do so was un- 
der consideration and in a fair way to be- 
come a law when the people of Joliet and 
some other river towns, headed by the pres- 


ent Mayor of Joliet, set up a prolonged howl 


of protest and kicked like a drove of vicious 
mules. They protested that 300,000 cubic feet 
of water would drown them out. Then they 
reconsidered their protest and wanted 600,000 
cubic feet of water a minute through a chan- 
nel eighteen feet deep! They wanted the 
water in tne way of a ship-canal at the ex- 
pense of Chicago and Chicago’s water car- 
rying trade as well. They wanted the water- 
power Chicago’s millions would create, and 
they wanted that every person owning 
land in the Desplaings Valley in Will 
County should be permitted to exact 
money as alleged overflowed land damages 
from Chicago in sums to be determined by 
Will County jurors, They insisted on hav 
ing twice the water that would be needed 
for dilution purposes until Chicago would 
ex present population of London— 
viz.: 4,500,000 inhabitants. They insisted on 
a ship canal of more than twice the depth 
that any river navigation could ever require;

CINCINNATI'S MUSICAL FESTIVAL. 


The Opening Before d Large Audience— 
The Features. 

Cincinnati, O., May 22.~([Special.]—The 
eighth Musical Festival inaugurated to- 
night at Music-Hall before 5,000 people. 
There are many strangers in the city from 
the neighboring towns and cities attendant 
upon the festival. A noticeable feature, as 
contrasted with previous festivals, was the 
absence of elaborate toilets among the wom- 
en, which may be regarded as indicating 
that the ladies attended more fon the artistic 
merits of the performanea than for a display 
of either the art of the milliner or abilities 
of the dressmaker. The chorus sat upon raised 
seats at the rear ofthe stage. The sight was 
an impressive one; 600 attractive girls, 
dressed for the most part in pure white, with 
here and there a dress of black, or pink, or 
red, to relieve the monotony of a single 
color. Theodore Thomas was warmly greet- 
by the audience as he waved his baton for 
the opening number. The cantata, written 
especially for the festival that opens the 
centennial year, was by John K Paine, of 
Harvard University. The orchestration is of 
the modern romantic school, 
structure Wagnerian, o much so that 
a charge of plagiarism could be tolera- 
bly weil sustained. The first bart, in which 
the soprano sings a solo to introduce the 
chorus, is the most regularly developed of 
the three natural divisions of the work ona 
scientific basis. The love episode, written for 
the soprano solo, is the melodic gem of the 
cantata and comes in as a relief from the 
chorus that precedes and follows. The unity 
of purpose is somewhat abandoned in the 
third part, but as the end approaches the 
composer moves again all his faculties to a 
climax of effect.

A New York View of the Situation. 

New York, May 21.—Under the caption, 
„The Saloon in Chicago,” the Times says: 
% An interesting conflict is in progress in Chi- 
cago which promises to test with accuracy the 
comparative political strength of decency and 
indecency in that city. The cause of decency 
is represented by tne churches; that of in- 
decency by the saloons. The liquor interest 
is quite as potent in the local politics of Chi- 
cago as in our own. It is safe, therefore, 
to say that any excise laws that exist there, 
if they amount to anything, even on paper, 
are systematically violated with impunity. 
If the good people ot Chicago had content- 
ed themselves with urging the restrictions 
on the Sunday liquor traffic the saloon- 
keepers of the Common Council would no 
doubt have pandered to the better element 
by imposing the restrictions and paying no 
subsequent attention to them. . .. An- 
thing that threatened really to interfere with 
the liquor traffic would be strongly resented 
by the Aldermen of New York, and it has 
been even more strongly resented by the 
Aldermen of Chicago, since thirty of them 
voted against the extremely mild measure 
submitted to them. It was not to be supposed 
that the decent people of Chicago would put 
up with this rebuff. It is gratifying, if not 
surprising, that the Roman Catholic churches 
of Chicago should have taken up the cause 
of decency quite as eagerly as any of the Prot- 
estant churches, and that a Roman Catnolic 
parish meeting should have  particu- 
larly denounced the course of the 
nineteen Roman Catholic Aldermen, and 
have called upon them either to 
change their votes or to resign their seats. 
It is well that this test of the decency and 
the civilization of Chicago has been made so 
directiy, and uncer circumstances so well 


P adapted to raise indignation and disgust at 


the pretensions of the saloonkeepers. It 
would be well if a like issue were presented 
in New York. The peaceable citizen who 
takes littie interest in politics, and who re- 
quires a strong stimulus to excite him to 
political activity, wul not comprehend the 


mischievous power of the saloon in our 


politics until it has been shown as unmis- 
takably as it has now been shown in Chicago.

He Made a Piluckier Fight that Chicago

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 22.—In the fight be- 
tween Glover and McAuliffe the latter won the 
first knockdown in the first round, but Glover was 
on his feet instantly, apparently none the worse.

der a blow in the neck, and in the next round 
McAuliffe fell under a push. Glover appeared 
to gain advantage at every clinch. Glover's eye 
was beginning to close, but with this exception

After the twentieth round the next few rounds 
appeared to be in Glover's favor. He forced 
McAuliffe hard, but the latter punished him se- 
verely several times, principally on the injured 
eve, which soon closed entirely. His face was 
now swollen terribly, while the only marks to be 
seen on McAuliffe were a slight abrasion on the 
right arm and a slightly puffed-upeye. In the 
forty-fourth round, however, it became apparent 
that Glover was growing weak fast. McAuliffe 
struck him a terrible blow and knocked him 
down under the ropes. This was repeated twice

AN OLD AND EXPLODED CHARGE. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., May 21.—(Special to the 
Chicago Times (Dem.).}—There is in circulation 
among ticilans here what purports to be a 
statement taken from the New Albany (Ind.) 
Ww of Aug. 19, 1866. and signed by a 
number citizens, that Walter 9. Gresham 
made as in Harrison County, indiana, in 
1855, in which he declared himself an American 
of the most extreme sort, denounced the Ger- 
mans in the most offensive terms, and said he 
wasin favor of stopping foreign immigration. 
At that time he was a candidate for Representa- 
tive from Harrison County. 


Five years after Judge Gresham is alleged 
to have made such a speech in his own coun- 
ty (Harrison) he ran for the Legislature as a 
‘Republican candidate, and was elected by 
over 100 majority in a county that was relia- 
bly Democratic by 500 to 600 majority. Wnen 
the charge was first publicly made a large 
number ot respectable citizens who were at 
the discussion where the offensive expres- 
sions were alleged to have been made signed 
a card peremptorily denying that he had ever 
used any such language, or used any offen- 
sive or opprobrious words towards Germans 
or any other people of foreign birth. This 


“ecard stamped out the falsehood so far as 


Gresham was concerned. But precisely the 
same language was imputed to John M. Wil- 
son in a speech which he made in Washing- 
ton County. Indiana, when he was a candi- 
date for Congress about the same 
time. When Gen. Gresham ran for Con- 
gress in 1866 against Mr. Kerr (Dem.) 
the latter refused to make the charge, say- 
ing publicly that “after looking into the 
“matter ne did not believe a word of it.“ but 
he claimed that before the organization of 
the Republican party in Southern Indiana— 
viz.: in 1854’55—Gen. Gresham, after the 
dissolution of the Whig party, had belonged 
Gen. Gresham ad- 
mitted that when he was a boy he had joined 
the American party to fight the pro-slavery 
Democracy, but not finding the principles of 
that organization to his liking he abandoned 
it, fought 1t, and joined the Republican party 
im the latter part of 1855, and which, being a 
free-soil, free-man, and equal-rights party, he 
had fought for on the forum and battlefield 
and had never wavered in upholding its 
principles and policies. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of young fellows joined the American 
party in 1854’55 who abandoned it in a short 
time because its purposes were narrow and 
illiberal: The bulk of them abandoned it for 
the Republican party and voted for Fremont 
in 1856, as Gresham did, while the minority 
left it and joined the Democratic party and 
voted for Buchanan. A remnantof narrow- 
minded bigots held on to the American 
organization for a year or two longer be- 
cause its tendencies were pro-slavery, and 
finally joined the Democracy and disappeared 
in ite ranks.

BISHOP IRELAND'S OPINION OF CATHOLIC

Rev. John Ireland is not only a good temper- 
ance man buta good Catholic. His temper- 
ance record is known and approved by all 
Christian men.

A DO-NOTHING COUNCIL. 
While the Aldermen are tinkering with the 
saloon-regulating ordinance the interests of 
the public in many important matters are 


suffering through their neglect. The people 


of tne West Division have most to complain 
of in this respect. They continue to pay 
$1.50 per thousand for gas while au equally 
good article is being furnished to the people 
of the North and South Divisions at $1.25 per 
thousand, and by the same corporation that 
furnishes the gas to the West Division. It is 
only necessary for the Council to act on this 
question to secure a uniform rate of $1.20 or 
$1 per thousand for consumers all over the 
city. Nor has any arrangement yet been 
made as to the price which the city is to pay 
for street lighting. Under the gas ordinance 
as it stands and as interpreted by that pecul- 
iar official, the Gas Inspector, the Gas Trust 
can make any charge it may think fit for city 
illumination. 

Nothing has yet been done towards the 
much-needed amendment of the bridge-clos- 
ing ordinance. The Landon ordinance pro- 
posing amendments was introduced in the 
early part of March. It was referred back 
to the Council three or four weeks ago by 
Ala. McGregor’s committee, but the Council 
has failed to act on it so far. The West Side 
people have petitioned for action on the sub- 
ject in vain. The telephone license ordinance 
also hangs fire, and the city is losing a hana- 
some revenue through the Council’s inac- 
tion. 

Since the new Council was organized 
little of any value has been done. There 
are weekly discussions of the saloon-regulat- 
ing ordinance which lead to no practical 
result. As soon as the talk is over some 


- Alderman, usuaily one of the groggery rep- 


resentatives, makes a motion to adjourn, 
which is promptly carried. Tais has been re- 
peated at the last five or six sessions of the 
Municipal Legislature. The new men seem to 
be entirely at sea. With the exception of 
Hammer, Rix, Pond, Horner, and one 
or two others, they seem to be a 
stupid set. Vacillating, uninformed, and al- 
most wholly ignorant of municipal and 
parliamentary law, they prefer to follow the 
leadership of Billy Whelan and Ed Culler- 
ton rather than trust to the honest and m- 
telligent guidance of men like Badenovh, 
Hamline, and Wetherell. There was no 
good reason why the modified saloon 
ordinance introduced by Cullerton Monday 
night should not have been passed and the 
way thus cleared for action on the gas and 
bridge questions. The grounds on which 
Whelan suggested delay on the subject would 
have been regarded as insulting by any body 
of self-respecting men. Whelan in effect 
asked for delay until the leaders of the grog- 
shop contingent had time to consult Rubens. 
The new Council is making a bad record for 
itself.

GRESHAM A BORN SOLDIER. 
A leading Democratic journalist in the 


East recently remarked that if the Republic- 
ans should nominate Gresham it would give

He wasclerk in a law firm in Buf- 
falo on a small salary, was but 24 years of age, 
and was a strong, stout man, well able 
to bear the labors of campaigning. He pre- 
ferred to drudge his time away on a salary of 
$600. Two years later, when the call for help 
became still more urgent, he bought a substi- 
tute very cheaply, as substitutes went at that 
time, who went through the war for him and 
died in the poorhouse. And that is the way 
the Democratic candidate served his country 
in time of danger. Put the records of Judge 
Gresham and Grover Cleveland side by side, 
and which of the two deserves the more 
honor at the hands of his countrymen? 


_. VALIDITY OF SLAVE MARRIAGES. 

Leaving out of consideration the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation and the war amend- 
ments to the Constitution, there are still 
grave reasons left to doubt the propriety of 
the ruling recently made by Judge Tuley to 
the effect that the courts of this State will 
not recognize marriages contracted between 
negroes in a state of slavery. Since the re- 
peal of the black laws Lilinois never recog- 
nized the peculiar institution ” or any of its 
incidents or discriminations, except so far as 
it was required to do so by the Constitution 
of the United States. The Federal Con- 
stitution simply required the return of 
fugitive slaves escaping from bondage, 
and compliance with that provision was 
all it exacted from the State of Illu 
nois as to slaves or slavery. It is a 
rule ‘recognized everywhere that no State 
or country in the absence of a treaty 
obligation or constitutional provision to that 
effect is bound to recognize or enforce laws 
of another State or country which may be 
hostale to its own system.

Already 
the country has twenty-five or thirty such 
trusts gobbling up all the tariff bounty, and | 
it may soon have scores more if Congress 
shall retain a tariff which. in effect, offers 
manufacturers a bribe of so much if they 
will combine, corner the market, and charge 
up to the full amount of the tariff. Why did

‘SENATOR TURPIE ALSO CHAMPIONS 
THE CAUSE OF LABOR. 


| He Wishes to Have the Skilled Mechanic 
“Put on the List’—The Attempt to 
Promote the Represéntatives of the 
United States Who Live Abroad—Fear 
of Publicity Which the Democrats Ex- 
hibit Regarding the Fisheries Treaty. 


Wasurnoton, D. C., May 22.— Special.! — 
Senator Turpie of Indiana gave his colleagues 
a treat this afternoon. Turpie is such a rare 
piece of Senatorial bric-A-brac that he is 
sometimes called the Hoosier mossback. He 
is also, it seems, one of the kind of labor 
champions that are not uncommon in Con- 
gress. This he made clear by an amendment 
he offered to the bill for a Department of 


himself. From his reading some of the Sen- 
ators gathered that he wanted toestablish a 
registry of labor something after the style of 
the army and navy registers which the Gov- 
ernment - publishes for its own convenience. 
The register of labor was to be vastly more 
useful. Its size was to be not less than 
that of both the army and navy registers. 
It was to be compiled yearly by the Com- 
missioner of Labor and to be a directory of 
skilled labor in ali parts of the United States. 
The way the skilled laborers in each locality 
were to be identified was pointed out and all 
the details fully set torth. When Turpie got 
through reading his amendment Senator 
Hoar, who had not heard it at all, asked that 
it be read again from the Clerk's desk. By 
the time this had been done most of the Sen- 
ators were in an expectant mood, and many 
of them gathered around the Indiana Sen- 
ator. Hard-headed “Jimmy” Beck looked 
quizzically at Turpie, and seemed to have 
trouble in keeping from 3 ng outright. 
Reagan of Texas seemed to think there was 
something personal to himself, but the other 
Senators all looked sympathetically atten- 
tive. Turpie began his remarks by poking 
a little fun at the army and navy ters. 
Then he said if they were useful the 
labor register which he posed would 
be infinitly more so. The Senator drew a 
fine picture of the skilled artisan as he was 
fifty years ago, when everybody in his 
neighborhood knew tne fact of his skill. 
Now such a man was swallowed up in some 
great manufactory and no one knew of his 
existence, but with his name on the Govern- 
ment ster every one who wanted to find 
such a skilled laborer could do so from that 
volume. The first edition might contain some 
unworthy names, but a thousand eyes would 
be ready to point them out and they could 
easily be stricken off.

Representative Adams of Chicago has 
made a report from the Judiciary Committee 
on the bill extending criminal jurisdiction of 
the Federal Courts to the Great Lakes and 
their connection waters.

Congressman O'Neill Making 9 Vigorous 
Effort to Get His Bill Passed—The De 
bate on the Measure—Senators Decide 
to Hold a Secret Debate on the Fish-

The trouble with the gentleman was 
that he assumed his facts. 

Mr. Adams of IIlinois also opposed the bill 
as being unconstitutional and as being con- 
trary to public interests. He read a letter 
written to Mr. Morrow ox California by the 
Governor of that State stating that a large 
number of jute-bags were made oy convict 
labor which did not compete in the slightest 
with free labor, and that the passage of the 
bill would work a great hardship. Mr. 
Adams also called attention to the fact that

THE DAY IN THE SENATE. 


A Secret Discussion of the Fisheries Treaty 
—The Labor Department Bill. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.—The Senate 
today decided by a vote of 28 to 27 not to con- 
sider the fisheries treaty in open session. 
The division was upon strict party lines ex- 
cept in the case of Senator Hale, who voted 
with the Democrats adversely to the Riddle- 
berger resolution.

A message trom the President, returning 
without his approval the Senate bill for the 
relief of L. J. Warden, was laid before the 
Senate.
